Sketch of His Life. 

Nathan fouls Hutchins, the second, of 
Lawrenceville, Gwinnett county, Georgia; 
son of Nathan L. and Mary Dixon (Holt) 
Hutchins, was born in Lawrenceville Oc- 
tober 4, 1835. His father was an able 
lawyer and successful business man, and 
for eleven years judge of the western 
circuit of Georgia. His mother was a 
daughter of Hines Holt, Sr., at one time 
treasurer of the state. Judge Hutchins 
received his preparatory and primary ed- 
ication at the echools in his native town 
and then graduated at Emory college in 
the class of 1855. After graduation he 
read law in fis ‘father’s office and was 
‘admitted to the bar just before.the civil 
war hegan. He enlisted at the opening 
of hostilities as a captain of a company 
uniformed and equipped oy his fathey 
the elder Judge Hutchins, whicn became 
attached to the Sixteenth Georgia ‘régi- 
ment. On account of conspicuous gal- 
lantry, in June, 1863, he was commis- 
sioned lieutenant colonel of the Third 
Georgia battalion. of sharpshooters. With 
his command he participated in the 
fiercely contested battles of Malvern Hill, 
Crampton Gap, Sharpsburg, Fredericks- 
purg, Gettysburg, Khoxville, Wilderness, 
Cola Harbor and in all the battles of 
the memorable campaigns of 1864 and 
1865,7in defense of Richmond. He was 
three times wounded; first at Bharpsburg, 
then at the Wildreness and lastly at 
James river, when Grant sprung his 
mine near ePtersburg. He was taken 
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and after having been confined in Wash- 
ington for some time,, was sent to John- 
sons island, where he was confined until 
July, when he was paroled. 

During his. army service he was con- 
spicuous for. the faithful discharge of 
his duties in their minutest detail, and 
for his cheerful endurance of the dan- 
gers, privations and hardehips incident 
to army life. His genial disposition ind 
unostentatious bravery tested on many a 
sanguinary field, won for him the. re- 
gard of officers and men, including. di- 
vision and brigade commanders, such ”s 
Generals Howell Cobb, Thomas R, UR. 
Cobb, Wofford, DuBose, McLaws, ker- 
shaw, Longstreet and others. Colonel 
Hutchins took active part in the famous 
charge of Longstreet’s corps at the bat- 
tle of the Wilderness, by which the left 
wing of Grant's army was checked, and 
in the noted flank movement of Wof- 
ford’e brigade, which contributed <9 
much to confederate history. For still 
and gailanitry in the operations @round 
Knoxville in 1863 he was especialjy com- 
plimented in the report of the command- 
ing general. 

Returning to~his home after the sur- 
render, he entered actively upon the 
practice of his profession and quickly 
took a front position and secured a 
clientage both valuable and influential. 
In !876 he was elected to represent 
Gwinnett county in the general asm- 
bly, over five opponents, and in [878 
was reelected wkhout opposition. As 
chairman of the finance committee for 
two terms and on the floor of the house 
in general legislative work, his faithful, 
reminent service won for him an enviahly 
reputation. In 1880 he was again elect- 
ed to represent his county in the general 
assembly and way again made chairman 
of the finance committee. In 1882 he 
was elected by the general assembly, 
judge of the western circuit, which po- 
sition he held continuously for sixteen 
years. He was for many years a direcior 
of the Georgia -Raijlroad and Banking 
company. He served for several years 
and was at the time of death a member 


of Georgia, in whose behalf he performed 
hie last active service during June of 
1904, about the time hjs fatal maladv 
became apparent. Jude¢4 Hutchins was 
justly respected and heid in high esteem 
by the bar for bis profound lewal attain- 
mente and his dignity end impartiality 
while on the pench. With e neorle 
no citizen: eg greater or mage de- 
served puilarity.

Roosevelt As Peacemaker. 

The resignation of M. Delcasze, 
French minister of forcign affairs, as 
announced yesterday, gives a fresh 
impetus to talk concerning the cavail- 
ability of President-Reocsevelt in the 
role of Far Eastern peacemaker. 
Hitherto this mission’ had, apparently, 
gravitated to Delcasse. It has all 
along been conceded that he possessed 
the best qualifications for convincing 
the czar of the futility of further hos- 
tilities. The failure of Lis Moroccan 
policy has, however, forced him from 
Loubets’s cabinet and paved the way 
for another international dove—in this 
instance likely to be embodied in the 
husky personality of the gentleman 
at Washington. 

Mr. Roosevelt already has hela sev- 
eral conferences with Mr. Takahira, 
the Japanese minister tc this country. 
His subsequent interview with Count 
Cassini, while ostensibly of a purely 
cursory nature, must have dealt with 
the questions involved in framing 


¢| peace preliminaries. The later reports 


from St. Petersburg, to the effect that 
the Russian foreign office has com- 
municated a reply to the president’s 
qualified tender, confirms this view. 
There is little doubt that Japan 
‘would accept mediation of the 
United States with greater alac- 


Ocjrity than similar offices from any 


other source save Great Britain, which 
ig handicapped iu this matter of peace 
proposals by its alliance with Japan. 
The mikado has reason to believe that 
the wonderful sympathy for everything 
Japanese in this country has tinctured 
the president’s viewpoint. While Nich- 
Olas could hardly be influenced by a 
similar consideration, he has a high 
opinion of the judicial temperament 
and vigorous individuality of Mr. 
Roosevelt, and the absolute neutrality 
of this government. Indeed, it is a 
question of where else he can look for 
help in this. crisis. France, as an 
avowed ally, is impossible; Great Brit- 
ain’s antagonism eliminates that coun- 
try, and Germany’s covert Russian 
sympathy would render her obnoxious 
to Japan. 

President Roosevelt really seems 
about the only available figure of suf- 
ficient pretensions to recommend him 
to both parties. The unambiguous 
views of the United States with re- 
spect to Far Eastern territorial ques- 
tions adds plausibility to his tenta- 
tive candidacy. 

All this, of course, contingent on the 
imminence of peace.

The South’s Immigration Campaign. 

The southern industria] porliament 
recently held in Washington devoted 
a great deal of attention to the sub- 
ject of immigration, as it was expected 
it would, and its sessions disclosed 
the fact that the south is exceedingly 
short-handed on labor and determined 
to remedy the drawback to its prog- 
ress if foreign immigration and a 
systematic campaign for northern 
settlers will effect the desired result. 
A number of the states represented in 
the parliament—notably North Carolina’ 
—have already taken the initial steps 
toward securing legislative interest in 
this important matter, and the indica- 
tions are, from the interest already 
aroused, that the south will be found 
cooperating heartily with the land and 
industrial departments of the railroads 
and the federal] immigration bureau in 
‘their plan to judiciously distribute for- 
‘eign immigrants through the southern 
states by the establishment of a gov- 
ernment information bureau at Ellis 
island. 

We want no pauper immigrants in 
the south, if such contrive to evade 
the vigilance of the port officers and 
Slip into the country, but we do want 
physically sound, industrious and am- 
bitious immigrants, no matter whence 
they hai) or whether they possess 
much more than their passage money, 
if they will come south and devote 
their muscle and energy to the solu- 
tion of our disheartening labor prob- 
lem. 

The southern industrial parllament 

voiced the demand of the developers 
of southern resources for the fullest 
cooperation of the law-making bodies 
of southern states with the new immi- 
gration movement, and the capital, in- 
dustry and business stability of the 
south has a right to expect such coop- 
eration. Until we have imigration— 
na‘ive American, preferably, but for- 
eign, if necessary—we cannot hope 
to progress as rapidly as our natural 
resources warrant. No great degree 
of progress is possible without the la- 
bor necessary to the development of 
our manifold material advantages, and 
‘if that labor cannot be secured at 
‘home, it must be brought from abroad. 
The proposition is a business proposi- 
tion as simple as the sum of two and 
two. 
South Carolina has adopted the plan 
of establishing a state bureau of im- 
migration. Such a proposition was up 
in the Florida legislature, lately ad- 
joufned, but it seems to have got lost 
in the shuffle of less important bills. 

The Jacksonville Times-Union, in 
lamenting the failure of the Florida 
legislature to give immigration a help- 
ing hand, says: 

This throws the burden back again 


berne it: and, if anything is to be done 
in this direction, it must necessarily be 
done by the corporations and large Jand- 
owners of the state. 

It is perhaps just as well that the leg- 
iglature neglected to make any provision 
for the promotion of immigration. God 
is said to help those who help them- 
selves, and it may be that the failure of 
the state to appropriate money for this 
purpose may so stimulate individua| ex- 
erttion as to lead to resuks that will, in 
the long run, outweigh any that could 
have been secured through purely offi- 
cial channels. 

One thing, at least, is certain—the state 
just now needs immigration much more 
than it needs legislatures. politicians or 
statesmen; ahd no more time should be

There are more ways than one to 
get the tide of immigration turned 
southward, and if the movement is not 
given an official charactem the indi- 
vidual plan is not to be despised.

The Greene-Gaynor Case. 

It looks very much ag if the United 
States has at last won the deciding 
battle in the extradition proceedings 
involving Greene and Gaynor, alleged 
to have been involved with Oberlin 
M. Carter in conspiracy to defraud the 
government. Judge LaFontaine, the 
Canadian extradition .commissioner, 
rules that this government has dis- 
tinctly sustained its charge of con- 
spiracy, and that the offense is in- 
cluded in the treaty covering extra- 
dition. 

The decision emphasizes curiously 
the desperate straits to which these 
two men have been driven in an effort 
to avoid an Amrican jury-trial. Their 
counse] has all along insisted that the 
government could neither make out a 


‘case that would hold water under 


Canadian statutes, nor prove that the 
crimes charged were in the catalogue 
providing extradition. But the very 
fact that this defense was not utilized 
except as a last resort demonstrates 
that its own champions realized’ its 
weakness. Otherwise, the case would 
at once have been brought to a climax 
and the accused men finally dis- 


charged from the Dominion courts, to| 


spend the rest of their lives under the 
dubious protection of technical flaws. 

On the other hand, the lawyers of 
these two men, the very ablest that 
money could procure, laid their cam- 
paign along the line of faulty jurisdic- 
tion. Contesting the jurisdiction first 
of this court, then of another, prolong- 
ing the case by a stubborn discussion 
of the most trivial quibbles, and final- 
ly carrying the issues to the British 
privy council, théy have been able to 
Keep their clients out of America long 
after Carter himself concluded his 
term of imprisonment 

From present indications they have 
exhausted their resources, if not the 
bank accounts of their employers. It is 
possible that Greene and Gaynor will 
enjoy a few weeks’ respite or even 
that they may succeed in having the 
Case reopened. Since, however, such 
proceeding would only mean a repeti- 
tion of the futile history of the last 
few years, it seems likely that pru- 
dence will now dictate a surrender to 
the inevitable at discretion. The case 
under discussion is a vivid instance of 
the long arm and tireless patience of 
Uncle Sam once his employees’ have 
abused a trust. Much credit is also 
due District Attorney Marion Erwin, 
of Macon. His persistence and fertil- 
ity of resource are largely responsible 


for the present forward status of the 
case.

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A Field To Be Worked. 

Editor Constitution: I have observed, 
with more than passing interest, your 
timely and forcible editorials on the sub- 
ject of immigration. 

It is a matter for congratulation that 
such a satisfactory culmination of the 
agitation and discussion so ably conduct- 
ed through your columns, as the organ- 
ization of the immigration bureau should 
now be an accomplished fact. 

Some time ago you Suggested the ad- 
visability of trying to secure immigrants 
from England. and in your issue of 


| March 23, you say: “It is not enough 
‘for the press of the south to keep harp- 


ing on the need of immigration, etc. The 
movement must assume official form and 
impetus, and we must have our mission- 
aries on the ground to attract the tide 
of immigration this way.” 

In line with your suggestion, I wish to 
present for your consideration the pro- 
priety and practicability of trying to 
reach a certain class of British people, 
but substituting Scotland for England. 

What you said, Mr. Editor, about Eng- 
land, applies, with emphasis, to the 
Scotch. 

t lived in Scotland till I was 23 years 
of age, and know something of the con- 
ditions existing there. 

I am sure that well-directed effort 
among artisans and rural workers in 
Scotland would be productive of good re- 
sults, but there is a certain element of 
the population there which offers an un- 
usually attractive field for immigration 
propaganda. [I refer to the class who 
earn their livelihood in the fishing indus- 
try. 

Here we have a thrifty, industrious and 
brave people! inured to hardships and 
subjected to constant dangers in the pur- 
suit of thelr calling, they have become 
possessed of those enduring and stabie 
which distinguish a worthy 
citizen from a scalawag. 

The fishing industry in Scotland has 
reached a crisis where the persevering 
and experienced fisherman can no longer 
hope, with any degree of certainty, to 
earn a decent livelihood for himself and 
family. The percentage of successful 
“catches” is getting less every year. 

Different causes contribute to this re- 
sult, but the principal reasons are the 
migratory and uncertain habits of the 
herring fish. and the application of mod- 
ern business methods, in the direction of 
monopoly, to the fishing industry, as it 
is found in other departments of com- 
merce, 

The majority of the Scotch fishermen 
can farm as well as fish, and in this two- 
fold capacity they would make a valuable

coast lines of the south. 

Because of increasing adverse environ- 
ment, they are ripe for a change, and 
their present mental attitude is unusual- 
ly favorable to accept any information on 
this country’s resources or listen to any 
proposition which offers them opportuni- 
ties where they can earn a better living. 

There is no good reason why the south 
should not induce this desirable peopie to 
“pitch their tents’’ In our midst and be- 
come a progressive factor in our indus- 
trial development. They can be got by 
simply going after them. 

In this connection, I wish to say, for 
the benefit of the itmmigration bureau, 
that the services of an energetic and 
competent “missionary” is available for

None of the members of the railroad 
commission are going to Savannah on 
Saturday to be present at the hearing of 
the injunction case in Chatham superior 
court, in which the enforcement of fhe 
reduced rates on stoves from Atlanta 
to various Georgia points, has been re- 
strained, pending a judicial inquiry into 
the case. The matter was taiked over 
with Attorney General John C, Hart and 
it was decided that it would hardly be 
necessary for any of the commissioners 
to be present. 

The attorney general will simply file a 
demurrer in which he will deny that the 
court has any jurisdiction to enjoin the 
stove rates as fixed by the commission, 
and the case will first be fought out along 
that line. In any event, there will be 
an appeal to the supreme court, which 
will first have to pass upon the question 
as to whether the orders of the railroad 
commission can be set aside by tne courtd 
of the state. This is a proposition 
which Judge Hart denies, and the final 
decision will be one of no little interest 
and importance.

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BATTLE ABBEY 
RECTED SOON 


Action Will Doubtless be Taken 
at Approaching Reunion, 


General Evans Is Chairman of Battle 
Abbey Committee and Will Play 
a Prominent Part in the 
Great Undertaking of Con- 
federate Veterans. 


The confederate veterans at their com- 
ing reunion in Loufsville, Ky., will no 
doubt make some definite provision re- 
garding the construction of the confed- 
erate Battle Abbey, which is to be built 
in Richmond, Va., and for which a fund 
of $200,000 has already been raised. 

General Clement A. Evans, commander 
of the department of Tennessee, United 
Confederate Veterans, will leave Atlanta 
Saturday for Louisville, going several 
days in advance because of the fact that 
he is chairman of two important com- 
mittees—the committee on history and 
the Battle Abbey committee—both of 
which will hold meetings in advance of 
the reunion for the purpose of making 
reports to the veterans when they gather. 

Now that the fund of $200,000 which 
the veterans set out to raise for the pur- 


pose of building the Battle Abbey at 


Richmond has been practically raised, ar- 
rangements will be made, General Evans 
said yesterday, looking to the letting of 
@ contract for the construction of the 
Battle Abbey building early next spring. 

It will be remembered that the late 
Charles Broadway Rouss, of New York, 
the merchant prince, gave the veterans 
$100,000 for the construction of a Battle 
Abbey in Richmond, Va., on condition 
that they would raise another $100,000. 
This fund has now been completed, the 
City of Richmond having given $!00,000 
alone. Mr. Rouss, prior to his death, de- 
posited $60,000 of his subscription to 
the credit of the Battle Abbey commi:ter 
and the additional $40,000 will be paid 
by his estate, when called for. 


Fund Is in Litigation. 

Up to the present time, however, no 
request has been made upon the Rouss 
estate for this additional sum, in part, 
because the fund already raised is in .{t!- 
gation. A man by the name of Unler- 
wood has hrought suit to recover some 
$15,000 or $16,000 in commissions which 
he claims for having raised about $60.- 
000 of the Battle Abbey fund.’ The Rat- 
tle Abbey committee claims {it owes him 
nothing, as it has settled with him in 
full according to the terms of the con- 
tract made with him. Until the suit ‘s 
determined, however, part of the fund 
fs still in doubt. and though the mem- 
bers of the committee feel confident of 
ultimate victory, they prefer to await 
the action of the courts before asking 
for the balance of Mr. Rouss’ subecrip- 
tion. 

Another question which confronts the 
Battle Abbey committee is a friendly 
contest in Richmond over two sites which 
have been proposed for the location of 
the building. This, the committee thinks, 
should properly be settled by the people 
of Richmond, especially In view of tte 
fact that they gave so large a contribu- 
tion toward it.

.M. SHAW SPENDS | 
DAY.SEEING ATLANTA 
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Government Treasurer - Surprised and Pleased at 
City’s Growth---Says Banks Are in Fine 
Condition---Politics Barred. 


“The banks of Atlanta, and of Geor- 
gia as well, are certainly in fine shape— 
as they ought to be. The prosperity of 
this part of the country has meant the 
focusing of interest on the part of all 
sections on the south and certainly the 
improvements which are to be seen on 
every side warrant this widespread in- 
terest.’’ 

This statement was made by Secretary 
of the United States Treasury Leslie M. 
Shaw, who arrived in Atlanta from Chat- 
tanooga shortly after noon yesterday. As 
the guest of Colonel Robert J, Lowry a 
luch at the Capital City Club was the 
first proposition considered in the enter- 
tainment of this distinguished personage. 
Later in the afternoon Secretary Shaw 
accompanied Colonel Lowry to his office 
in the Lowry national bank and it was 
there that he was seen by a reporter 
of The Constitution. 

“Yes, I have been in Atlanta several 
times,’’ began Secretary Shaw, ‘but it 
is a good deal like the story they used 
to tell ahout Kansas City. In the hal- 
eyon days of that metropolis one drum- 
mer would ask another if he had ever 
been in Kansas City. Then the other 
drummer would gay that he had. ‘How 


‘bout six weeks ago,’ the other would 
answer. “Then you ought to see ft now,’ 
would come the rejoinder of the other. 
“That’s very much the way with At- 
lanta right now. If a man is away any 
length of time it is to come back and 
see all kinds of changes with each and 
every change in the right direction. It’s 
something over a year I think since I 
was last in Atlanta.

The result ewas a decline 
of 2%c in the price of the July devilery, 
Corn is off %c. Oats are down %@%c. 
Provisions show a loss of 5@I5c. 7 

From an easy start the’ wheat market 
developed into extreme weakness. De- 
spite a firm tone at Liverpool, opening 
prices here were at a slight loss, July 
being a shade to \%c lower at 87%c to 
88@88%c. Weather in the United States 
was the chief influence. While some ap- 
prehension was caused by rain in Okla- 
homa, temperatures throughout’ the 
southwest were much lower, thus dispell- 
ing a fear of premature ripening. The 
wet weather in the southwest caused a 
moderate demand and resulted in July 
advancing to 884%@88\%c. The brighten- 
ing prospects of an abundant harvest, | 
however, brought out numerous sellin 
orders from many operators who had 
bought yesterday. As trading progréss- 
ed the selling increased in volume until 
general profit taking caused a severe 
break in prices. While news was not 
entirely bearish, there were practically 
no damage reports of any consequence. } 
One of the bear influences was a report 
by the Chicago crop expert estimating 
a loss of a little over 2 points in the 
condition of winter wheat during May. 
This was a less decline than generally 
conceded. In regard to spring wheat this 
authority estimated an increase of nearly 
4 per cent in acreage. The condition of 
the crop, it was claimed, was excellent. 
A break of 2 to 3 cents in the price of 
wheat at iMinneapolis gave emphasis to 
optimistic reports on the oytlook in the 
northwest. Aanother factor that induced 
Selling was a decline of 3c in the price 
of cash wheat at Kansas City. For July 
the lowest point of the day here was 
reached at 86c. Final quotations were 
at 86%ec.

COTTON—Liverpool capleg were quite 
satisfactory at the opening with an in- 
creased demand for spots, but closed 
barely steady at a net loss of 2 points 
for the day. As a result of good weath- 
er in the south and lower spots Our mar- 
ket showed signs of liquidetion. It is. 
however, a purely professional market 
and transactions are restored in number 
and activity. The weather map was 
clear with maximum temperatures as high 
as 94 at Augusta, Ga., and 100 at Wac2%, 
Tex. The forecast is for fair weather 
with variable temperatures throughout 
the belt. Unless very higher tempera- 
tures prevail the weather conditions 
should be regarded favorable and perhaps 
dry, hot weather it not continued too 
long will force the delayed growth, 
though some reports of too rapid devel- 
opment are now coming in. Present in- 
G@ications are not altogether favorabl>, 
but we look to see support given the 
market on a ecale down, and the tone of 
the trade is more in sympathy for an 
advance than the reverse. It is hardly 
possible that the local stock will be dis- 
posed of at present prices even in the 
event of notice by tenders for July cotton 
to be made on a large scale.

This, however, was not 
an important factor, and while trade in 
general was not eo active as it might 
have been, there was good buying of Un- 
fon Pacific, Reading, St. Paul and Amail- 
ganfated, a good portion of which was 
for foreign account. Field and Gates in- 
terests are said to be buying on orders, 
the idea prevailing that larger intercsts 
are using these operators to offset the 
distrust caused by the Equitable situa- 
tion. After the opening this steady buy- 
ing held th® market ‘steady and the ma- 
jority of the shares made slight gains. 

GRAIN—Wheat was comparatively dull 
pnd weak during the most of the session. 
More favorable weather and news of 4 
bearish trend in general were the main 
factors toward this ‘weakness.
